Young’s some- 
what remarkable opinion that it is “un- 
thinkable” that, at 60 years of age, Miss 
Whitney should be sent to prison for the 
one-to-fourteen-year sentence legally pro- 
vided for the offense of which she was 
found guilty. 
Aside from the—to Gov. Young—weighty 


his pardon announcement says nothing. the 
Governor took into account the age of the 
defendant, her sex and her undoubted good 
works in other fields than that which 
brought her into conflict with the law. All 


consideration in connection with a pardon, 
but they have nothing to do with the ac- 
tual merits of the case. 

The major contention of Miss Whitney 
and her champions, whereby they sought 
to justify her illegal acts, was that the 
criminal syndicalism law was unconstitu- 
tional. That contention they carried to the 
United States Supreme Court. The deci- 
sion of the nation’s highest tribunal sus- 
tained the law on every point raised. It 
affirmed the right of California to enact 
legislation prohibiting membership in or- 
ganizations preaching the anarchistic and 
subversive doctrines of the criminal syn- 
dicalist and to try by due process of law 
the violators of such legislation, as Miss 
Whitney was tried and convicted. 

In view of the Supreme Court's sweep- 
ing decision, the contention of Gov. Young 
that Miss Whitney is not guilty because 
she did not herself openly advocate anar 
chy and sabotage is a little weak. As a 


California owes much of its sinister men- 


as Miss Whitney. That she was herself not 
entirely passive in her support of the 
IW. W. activities is recalled by the circum- 
stances of her arrest. She was taken into 
custody after she had defied the Oakland 
police authorities and made a speech in 
defense of John McHugo, accused LW.W. 
leader, 

.Beaten at every point of their appeal to 
law and logic, the defenders of Mise Whit- 
ney had final resort to an appeal to ésenti- 
ment and chivalry—one to which deaf ears 
are seldom turned. Thousands have con- 
doned Miss Whitney's’ acts, not because 
they approved of them, but because they 
made allowances for a woman, even in an 
age when sex equality is held to be well 
established and because of her work in 
behalf of unfortunates in other directions. 

The people of California, chivalrous al- 
Ways and generous to a fault, will not be 
apt to criticise too severely the act of Gov. 
Young, based, as he frankly admits, more 
on sentiment than cold logic. But they will 
fnsist that the pardon be understood as a 
pardon and not as an acknowledgment of 
error in law nor of a miscarriage of jus- 
tice; that it be not seized upon by our 
horde of pink-tea Bolsheviks as indorsement 
and encouragement of their insidious activ- 
ities. |

GAINST NAVAL COMPETITION 
America has presented to the Geneva 
arms conference a plan which, if adopted, 
would eliminate all naval competition 
among three great nations of the world. 
This plan was presented by United States 
Minister Hugh Gibson along with a mes- 
sage from President Coolidge in which, 
after expressing his gratification over the 
assembly of the delegates from Britain, 
Japan and this country, the President sald: 
An agreement rendering impossible 
any form of naval competition between 
the three powers will have a lasting in- 
fluence in cementing the present rela- 
tions of good understanding between 
the three countries and constitute a 
definite step toward the common objec- 
tive of a general limitation of arma- 
ments. | 
Boiled down, the American program pre- 
sented at Geneva is that the 5-5-3 ratio of 
capital ship strength, established at the 
Washington conference six years ago, be 
extended to cover all other classes of fight- 
ing craft. As a “feeler” it has been sng- 
gested by Minister Gibson, chairman of the 
American delegation, to the British and 


is willing to consider the abolition of all 
submarines if a world agreement to tha 
effect can be negotiated. ‘ 

Thus America again leads in radical yet 
practical suggestions as to the cutting down 
of naval forces, and if these suggestions 
should be heeded, and a strong agreement 
reached covering their various points much 
of the money now being spent upon fight- 
ing ships would be saved for expenditure 
to more peaceful, beneficial and lasting pur-

pose. 

But there are obstacles in the way of the 
realization of this dream. Already Japan 
has expressed her unwillingness to accede 
to a program that grants her anything less 
than full parity in the matter of ayxiliary 
ships. That nation also has reserved the 
right to rajse the question of naval bases 
and may particularly suggest restrictions as 
to the bases at Hawaii and Singapore. 

Japan and America will oppose any re- 
duction in the tonnage of capital ships, a 
suggestion that comes from Great Britain 
and is said to be based on the fact that 
she can get along very well under a re- 
duced building program of big battleships 
because of her large and effective cruiser

President Coolidge had a definite plan in 
view when he set forth his program to the 
conference, and it is perfectly obvious that 
be sought to gain no advantage for bis 
country save that which would accrue from 
cementing the present relations of good 
understanding among the three countries 
by the general limitation of armaments. 

In presenting his suggestions the Pres- 


dent can be accused of no ulterior purpose 


—no desire to gain something by way of 
fighting strength for America; but rather 
to place the three nations on a logical ra- 
tio as regards warships of all kinds—a ra- 
tio which now exists only in the matter 
of capital ships. No other consideration 
save that of adequate defense moves this 
country in its policy as to naval arma- 
ments. America has suggested as a basis 
for her present work at Geneva the prin- 
ciples set forth at the Washington confer 
ence—principles that have stood the test 
of five years’ practical application and 
should be good for all time. 


To overcome a prejudice is to win a 
victory. When the prejudice is of long 
standing and rooted in mutual distrust the 
feat is even more noteworthy.

Our forest reserves are fast being de- 
pleted before the axes of the lumbermen 
and fires started by fool campers. But 


there is a little beetle, so small that you 
would hardly notice it, that is said to de 
stroy more standing timber than all the 
forest fires put together.

ilized life. Insects have been the cause of 
much human suffering and privation. The
